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Central Street Neighbors 
Object To New Phone Lines 


The telephone company would like to lay 
new conduits under Central Street and And- 
over Street, but residents of those two 
streets objected so strenuously to that pro- 
posal Monday night that the selectmen de- 
layed acting on the NET&T petition until 
next week. 

Several townspeople who attended a pub- 
lic hearing at Town Hall wondered why the 
telephone company couldn’t install the new 
conduits along the “much more sensible 
route’’ of Lupine Road. The selectmen 
voted unanimously to continue the hearing 
until next Monday night, when they ex- 


pected New England Telephone to offer an 
answer to that question. 


The board asked that a Public Works 
staffer be on hand as well. 

Telephone company spokesman George 
Gagan said the new underground wires and 
cables are needed to accomodate expansion 
in the southwest section of town, including 
new subdivisions and commercial sites. 

He said the conduits would run on the odd- 
numbered side of the street in the sidewalk 
or shoulder area of Central and Andover 
streets. New England Telephone would re- 
pair any road surfaces and private drive- 
way aprons that it disrupted in the process, 
Gagan added. 

The company would like to begin the work 
as soon as possible, he indicated, and esti- 
mated it would take six weeks to complete 
— about three weeks on each street. Gagan 
said NET&T would “‘in the course of a day 
open up a couple hundred feet,’’ probably 
starting at the corner of School and Central 
streets. 

Charles Wright of Central Street sug- 
gested that the conduits could be installed 
from the corner of School and Central up 
School Street and then along Lupine Road. 
That ‘‘much more sensible route’’ would 
effect fewer residents, he said, and avoid 
‘bulldozing my sidewalk” and tearing up 
Central Street, ‘‘one of the busiest streets 
in town.” 

Wright also said that the telephone com- 
pany would create traffic problems by 
working on Central Street during the same

time that Elm Square will be undergoing 
renovations. But Gagan said work could be 
finished before the Elm Square project 
even begins. 

Selectman William Dalton moved to table 
the question and continue the public hearing 
next week during a special meeting; the 
board had not planned to meet next week. 

Several residents asked why the tele- 
phone company and the electric company 
could not put all their-wires undergsound at 
one time during this excavation. 

“It’s a matter of economics at the pre- 
sent time,’’ the telephone company rep- 
resentative said, pointing out that he could 
not speak for Mass Electric. ‘‘We have that 
option for the future.”

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Planner Hired To Update Master Plan 


By John P. Sawyer 


Meet Ronald Curran, of Goffstown, N.H. 

The town’s planning board got introduced 
Tuesday night, and thus the process of up- 
dating Andover’s master plan, last revised 
in 1965, has begun. 


What do townspeople want Andover and 
its government to be like in the future? 

With the help of town meeting’s $50,000 
appropriation for the project and the hiring 
of Curran, who will act as planning coordi- 
nator and facilitator, Andover officials 
hope to translate the answer to that ques- 
tion into an up-to-date master plan covering 
a range of issues important to the town, 
such as subdivision rules and regulations, 
zoning by-laws, possible expansion of the 
central business district, and the need for 
more multi-family housing. 


Curran will supervise staff involvment in 
the project, coordinate town committee 
participation, involve the citizens and su- 
pervise consultants who may be hired to 
work on specific portions of the master 
plan. 


The idea, according to Town Manager 
Kenneth Mahony, was not to select some- 
one who would come to Andover and tell the 
town how to develop the plan. Rather, Ma- 
hony wanted someone who could work with 
citizens and town officials, gather informa- 
tion with no pre-disposition as to the find- 
ings, and coordinate the master planning 
process. 


Thus Curran, who starts work Monday, 
July 19, got the job. 

‘‘T’m not an expert in anything,” Curran 
told planning board members, calling him- 
self a ‘‘generalist’’ and ‘‘very well qual- 


Later Start 
Will Save 


Money 


Elementary school will begin a little later 
in the morning when classes resume next 
fall — and the school system will save 
approximately $45,000, ‘‘a significant 
amount of money,”’ says Business Manager 
Frank Paul.

Paul. ‘‘We were under-utilizing them (the 
buses).”’ 


Because of the elimination of the three 
buses, bus routes will be changed. The 
routes will probably not be finalized until 
mid-August, says Paul. 


ified’’ to hold the position. ‘‘I think I can 


help government. I’m reasonable. I work 
very hard to be reasonable.’ 


Curran spent the last 12 years as deputy 
director of the New Hampshire Crime Com- 
mission. He worked towards the formula- 
tion of a comprehensive plan for criminal 
justice in that state. 


And as he pointed out, in that role he pu 
up a wealth of knowledge in dealing with 
every type of entity from state government 
to small towns. Before his New Hampshire 
job, he worked for the Department of De- 
fense, and before that, the U.S. Air Force. 


Planning Board Chairman Jerry Greer 
said he was somewhat concerned that Cur- 
ran did not have more specific experience 
in the planning process of a town, although 
the chairman said the job demands an expe- 
rienced administrator, such as Curran. 


Curran described himself as an informa- 
tion finder, a listener, someone who can 
synthesize ideas and will work closely with 
the planning board, other town boards and- 
citizens. 


“Part of my job is to ensure everybody 
knows who’s doing what,’ he told planning 
board members, answering a question as to 


what roles citizens and town officials will 
play in the master planning process. 


Answering another question, he said, ‘I 
am not going to have anything to do with 
policy...It (policy) does not come from a 
contractual employee.”’ 


Mahony noted that policy-making should 
not enter the master planning process until 
public hearings have been held. That’s why 


he believes the planning board, which will 
be involved in all steps and phases of prepa- 
ration, should not have a central coordinat- 
ing role in the process, since it will! later 
hold the public hearings and recommend 
portions of the master plan to town meeting 
for adoption. 


Other town committees, such as conser- 
vation, health, finance, school committee, 
community services, reuse and the central 
business district were some of the other 
town officials who will play roles in the 
master planning process, as mentioned by 
planning board members. 


Curran stressed information-gathering as 
the first step in the entire process — then 
review and comment. He is due to appear 
before the planning board at its next meet- 


ing in two weeks when individual members 
will present a list of issues and points of 
interest they feel should be covered. 


Mahony has prepared a questionnaire for 
submission to selected persons in the com- 
munity to discover areas of concern. 


Greer noted that the goal of the master 
planning process is ‘‘not to produce a docu- 
ment’’ but to develop a ‘‘process’’ in which 
the whole town is involved in important 
issues. 


Curran also pointed out that while a docu- 
ment will indeed be published, the idea is to 
formulate ‘‘an ongoing process...” 


Mahony said the town meeting’ at which 
the final plan will be presented will he a 
‘tough’ and ‘interesting’ meeting. 


‘We're not going to be ready: for the 
spring town meeting,”’ he said, adding that 
perhaps a special meeting would be called a 
year from now to deal with the matter. 


Mahony noted there is a ‘‘high level of 
excitement’ among town department 
heads for the master plan project. He 
added, however, that without community 
input, the process will ‘‘fail.’’
